Byrd first dis- 
covered the mountains and follow- 
ed the course of the entire range, 
also glimpsing higher mountains. 
Capt. McKinley then made an aerial 
survey of the range on a flight on 
Which mountains to the east were 
discovered to be part of a majestic 
range stretching as far as the eye 
could penetrate into the unknown. 
Now a geologist has been landed at 
the Rockefeller range to make a 
detailed examination, which may 
enable him not only to ascertain 
their origin and structure, but a 
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possible connection with other 
mountain chains. 

The airplane is proving itself an 
even more valuable ally to science 
than had been expected, as it seems 
possible to use it with safety any-

VERA CRUZ FORCES

Gen. Aguirre, Their Leader, 
Uncaught but Men Give 
Up Arms — Revolution- 
ists Near Mazatlan.

MEXICO CITY,- March 11.— 
Surrender of the troops of Gen. 
Jesus M. Aguirre, revolutionary 
leader who was driven out of Vera 
Cruz last week, was reported in a 
Government bulletin issued here 
this afternoon. 

The troops, the number of 
whom was not stated, surrendered 
at Juanita, in the State of Vera 
Cruz. They were digarmed after 
surrendering. Apparently this ends 
the revolution, as far as Vera Cruz 


is concerned. Gen-Aguirre is be- 
ing pursued by the Federals. 

The bulletin added that there 
were no developments in the 
North. 

After moving his force from 
Zacatecas and capturing Canitas 
yesterday without a blow, Gen. 
Plutarco E.-Calles, commanding a 
force of 18,000 Federals, has 
started toward Torreon, 180 miles 


away, in Coahulia State, where the 
rebel, Gen. Gonzalo Escobar, has 
assembled his forces 

Calls’ arrival at Torreon by 
nightfall is expected. 

(Most of the troop movemenis 
in the revolution have been along 
railroad lines as in the present 
case, which explains the speed of 
the advance). 

It is thought that Gen. Escobar's 
forces, being greatly outnumbered, 
may fall back on Chihuahua, 

Gen. Francesco Urbalejo, com- 
manding the rebels at Canitas, 
escaped either to Torreon or Dur- 
ango with about 30 of his follow- 
ers when 1050 of his force sur- 
rendered without a fight and 
joined the Federal forces, An avi- 
ator flying over Canitas reported he 
saw everywhere, men waving white 
flags. He communicated with the 
Federal vanguard which immedli- 
ately got into communication with 
the rebels with their resultant 
surrender. 

The Government explanation is 
that the rebel generals have told 
their men they were fightfng for 
the Government and that they have 
been quick to return to their old 
allegiance as soon as they discov- 
ered their mistake. 

Rebels Threaten Mazatlan, 

Dispatches indicated a state of 
affairs not so favorable to the Fed- 
erals on the west coast. There the 
advance of the rebel army under 
Gen. Francisco Manzo had extend- 
ed from Sonora down through the 
State of Sinaloa,to Culiacan, Mazat- 
lan, west coast seaport, is the 
objective. 

Defending Mazatlan from. the 
rebels is a small force under Gen. 
Jaime Carillo. A Government an- 
nouncement said the advance 
had stopped. akhough it did 
not indicate when or where. <A 
possible explanation was found. 
however, in dispatches which told 
of withdrawal of some of Manzos 
men for use on- the Chihuahta 
front.

Prohibition Changes. 


Another of the changes which 
the President outlined in his in- 
augural address, but to which he 
has been able to devote but little 
time thus far, is the proposal to 
transfer to the Department of Jus- 
tice many of the prohibition en- 
. forcement duties which now rest 
upon the Treasury Department. 

Some of the Congressional lead- 
ers think that this will require new 
legislation, but no opinion yet has 
come from the office of the At- 
torney General on the subject.

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GOLTRA REFUSED 
BARGE REVIEW BY 
SUPREME COURT 


Decision of Lower Federal 
Tribunals, That He Can- 
not Recover on Boats 
Seized, Sustained. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 11.—Ld- 
ward F. Goltra of St. Louis was 
refused a Supreme Court review 
today of the decision of the lower 
Federal Court’s holding that he 
was not entitled to recover 19 
barges and .our towboats which 
the Government had seized. 

The, barges and fowboats had 
been leased to him by the Govern- 
ment, with an op#fon to purchase. 
Claiming that Goltra had _ been 
negligent in operating them on the 
Mississippi, the Government can- 
celed the leas and took steps to 
recover possessin of them.

Barges Operated by Federal Lines 
Since 1923 With Brief Exception. 

The 19 barges and four towboats 
in litigation between the Govern- 
ment and Edward F. Goltra, for- 
mer Democratic national commit- 
teeman for Missouri, have been in 
operation by the Federal barge line 
on the lower Mississippi, with one | 
brief exception, since 1923. 

In that year the Government de- 
elared Goltra had violated his lease 
of the equipment by failing to keep 
it in Operation as a common Car- 
rier. The barges were returned to; 
Goltra and actually operated ky! 
him under order of the local Dis- 
trict Court pending outcome of one 
phase of the extended litigation.

Mrs. Stone filed a claim for 
$6000, to be paid over a period of 
400 weeks, with the Commission, 
which, however, upheld the con 
tention .of insurance companies 
combating her action, that the tor- 
nado was “an act of God” and 
that the Blackmer-Post Co. could 
not be held responsible. 

Judge Sale today held that 
Stone, who was crushed beneath a 
falling smoke stack and scalded by 
steam, also had no control over the 
situation, and, since he met his 
death while at-work, his widow is 
entitled to compensation. 


CONVICTION REVERSED 


Court of Appeals Frees Youth

QUEBEC, March 11.—For the 
first time in Canadian “history a 
man found guilty of murer has 
been freed by a Court of Appeals.

John E. Pilcher, who arrived in 
St. Louis from England with 60 
cents in his pocket, and became 


star salesman and later first vice 
president of the Simmons Hard- 
ware Co., died today at the home 
of his son-in-law-and daughter, Mr. 
and Mrs. Emmett Myers, 4549 Lin- 
dell boulevard. 

Mr. Pilcher, who was 84 years 
old, had been in failing health for 
three years. Death was caused by 
angina pectoris. He is survived by 
a son, Edward Simmons Pilcher, of 
Albuquerque, N. M., and three 
daughters, Mrs. Florence Allison of 
Los Angeles, Mrs. Alexander B.

SUICIDE OF STUDENT 
[AID 10 OVERWORK 


Miss Pearl Riess of Washington 
U. Suffered Nervous Break- 
down, Parents Think. 


The parents and friends of Miss 
Pearl Marian Riess, 18-year-old 
junior at Washington Univer- 
sity, who swallowed poison in 
her room at McMillan Hall on 
the university campus, think her 
act was prompted by a nervous 
breakdown caused by overstudy. 

The young woman, only child of 
Alfred D. Riess, an attorney of Red 
Bud, lil, died at Barnes Hospital 
Saturday, shortly after she was 
found untronsefous by her mother. 
An autopsy performed yesterday 
disclosed that death was due to 
poison, 

The mother had motored from 
Red Bud during the afternoon to 
see her daughter but found the 
room locked and a note on the 
door which read: “Do not dis- 
turb—sleeping.” Getting no re- 
sponse to her knocks, Mrs. Riess 
ob- 
tained a pass key from the jani- 
tor. Miss Riess was unconscious 
on the bed, apparently having 
swallowed the poison a short time 
before. Attempts to revive her 
were unsuccesful and she was 
rushed to the hospital. 

Miss Riess was a graduate of 
Hosmer Hall and represented that 
school in an intermediate oratori- 
cal contest at Columbia, Mo., three 
years ago. She won a medal and 
a scholarship to the University of 
Missouri, as a result of the contes*, 
but elected to enter Washington in 
order to continue vocal and piano 
studies at the Kroeger School of 
Music. 

According to her father, who 
came to St. Louis yesterday, Miss 
Riess was a brilliant and’precocious 
student. She had planned an 
operatic career and was deeply 
interested in musical activities at 
the university, She was accom- 
panist for the women’s glee club, 
sang in the university choir and 
did some concert work. 

Members of the faculty and 
fellow-students agreed in describ- 
ing Miss Riess as a popular student 
of cheerful disposition and a leader 
in her classes. She had said noth- 
ing to intimate that she intended 
to take her life and no motive for 
her act was known at the univer- 
sity.

Vegetable Chop Suey. 

Take two harge Spanish onions, 
Sliced, two cups chopped celery, 
one cup water, four cups diced 
fresh tomatoes, one cup bean 
sprouts, one cup mushrooms, one 
tablespoon cornstarch, two table- 
spoons Sho-yw sauce, one teaspoon 
salt and four tablespoons butter.

A Helpful Idea. 

A plain lemon jelly left from 
dessert may be cut up into cubes 
and mixed with fresh vegetables 
for a salad.

Need Better Adiustment. 

Better equipped, perhaps, than 
most nations, the United States 
now faces a world situation which 
in the not distant future may bring 
gold reserves down to the legal ra- 
tios. Further economies in gold ad- 
justments are needed, Otherwise 
credit expansion may ultimately be 
prohibited by law, even when im- 
peratively required by the steady 
expansion of business. The flow of 
goods would then outrun the flow 
of money, the price level would 
fall, and we would have depres- 
sion of trade, unemployment, and 
all the other evils which inevitably 
come from any considerable defla- 
tion, 

A notable economy in the use of 
gold is suggested by the recent 
statement to Congrees by Sec- 
retary Mellon that it would be in- 
advisable to act for the retirement 
of some $650,000,000 in national 
bank notes. 

In a recent analysis of the dis- 
cretionary powers lodged in the 
Federal Reserve Board to retire 
the issue of national bank notes, 
Prof. Jeremiah W. Jenks calls at- 
tention to the fact that they are 
secured, up to 95 per cent of the 
total issue, by United States Gov- 
ernment bonds enjoying the cir- 
culating privilege, and only 5 .-per 
cent by ‘lawful money.” Even this 
“lawful money” is not necessarily 
gold. Silver certificates or United 
States notes would do as well in 
redeeming the national bank notes. 
But if the 2 per cent consols and 
Panama 2s that back them were 
called, the national bank notes 
would have to be converted, to 
meet the continuing demands for 
currency, into Federal Reserve 
notes with 40 per cent gold backing. 
That, Prof. Jenks points out, 
would reduce the reserves needed 
for expansion of bank credit by 
some $240,000,900 gold. Secretary 
Mellon gives no reason for his rec- 
ommendation that retirement of 
the national bank note issue be 
postponed. 

Gold Economy Wanted. 

It would seem almost imperative 
that the bond-secured national 
bank notes of the United States 
should be preserved in spite of 
their deficiencies as an ideal cur- 
rency. They have been condemned 
onthe ground that they constitute 
an ‘inelastic currency. They are 
not @ntirely inelastic. Instead, 
they are perversely elastic, con- 
tracting-when the demands of in- 
dustry and trade require an expan- 
sion of the currency and expanding 
when contraction is required. This 
is a very dangerous quality in any 
currency, and for that reason it 
was the intention of the framers 
of the Federal Reserve Act to elim- 
inate this perversely elastic type of 
currency from our monetary sys- 
tem. At the present time, how- 
ever, it seems inadvisable to push 
for the retirement of these bank 
notes. The need to economize the 
available gold supply and to spread 
it efficiently so as to meet the cur- 
rency demands makes it necessary 
to preserve, for the present at 
least, this bond-secured type of 
bank note. If the Federal Reserve 
Act is revised so as to permit the 
issuance of reserve notes secured, 
as the Canadian bank notes are, by 
acceptable commercial paper, we 
can then rid our system of these 
unsatisfactory old national bank 
notes.

STOGK PRICE LEVEL 
ABOVE PREVIOUS WEEK 


Close of Period, However, 
Showed Considerable Weak- 
ness—Daily Sales Value Up 


NEW YORK, March 11.—Little 
encouragement for traders and 
dabblers was to be got from last 
week’s New York stock market, Al- 
though the price level for the week 
is higher than for the week before, 
the close of the week showed con- 
siderable weakness and perhaps 
eveh more nervousness. 

If the whole market had follow- 
ed the coppers the bulls would have 
had lots of clover. This group reg- 
istered an advance of eight and 
one-half per cent, with Utah the 
prize skyrocket of the display. 

Seven groups of stocks maintain- 
ed a mean price level for the week 
which was higher than that of the 
week before, only foods, steels, 
stores and oils showing a lower 
level and all of these declines were 
less than an index point. 

A less encouraging aspect ap- 
pears upon day to day analysis, 
however. Coppers, the big per- 
formers, had their .best day last 
Monday and sagged moderately, 
but rather consistently as the week 
advanced. Motors and steels, very 
important groups in the prosperity 
picture, sagged similarly. 

Movements Through Weck. 

Utilities, rails, miscellaneous in- 
dustrials, stores, preferred stocks 
and bonds all had their low point 
earlier and strengthened somewhat 
toward the week’s close. 

The compact survey of New York 
Stock Exchange movements of 
common industrial shares is given 
below in price indexes (1926 equals 
100). There are two indexes of 
market price movement. The first 
(‘Shares Outstanding’) represents 
all common industrial shares list- 
ed on the exchange, the importance 
of each stock being considered ac- 
cording to the shares in existence 
or outstanding. The second index 
(“50 Leaders’’) shows the price 
movement of the common indus- 
trial stocks most heavily dealt in 
during the week, this list changing 
weekly with the shifts in trading 
popularity. 

The “Shares Outstanding” index 
shows what a substantially repre- 
sentative $100 worth of stocks in 
1926 would now amount to if held 
unchanged since that year. The 
“50 Leaders” index shows the re- 
sult of reinvesting the $100 every 
week in the market favorites of 
that week. 

The last column of the table 
gives the rate of return on the 
week's 50 leaders at ys vane prices, 
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High ('26-'29) 
Low ('26-'29). 

The highest grade common in- 
dustrials showed the poorest results 
in last week’s New York stock mar- 
ket. Their price level for the week 
was up a fraction of a per cent 
over the preceding week, but they 
weakeend persistently at the latter 
end of last week. 

Trend by Grades. 

Second and third grade indus- 
trials advanced about two per cent 
in mec2 price leve] for the week. 
The third grade stocks alone show- 
ed an upward turn toward the lat- 
ter end of the week. The gradings 
follow Moody's ratings.

PURPOSE 


*“The Aviation Corporation has been organized primarily 
as a holding and development company for the aviation 
industry. The Corporation aims to make available to its 
subsidiary and affiliated companies technical and manage- 
ment cooperation, as well as financial resources beyond 
those which would be at the command of any single 
unit. While it is anticipated that its holdings will consist 
largely of the majority of the common stocks of other 
companies, it may also own interests in companies not 
controlled. In either case, such companies may be estab- 
lished concerns or new organizations created for ex- 
perimentation, development, investment, manufacture, 
sales, or operation of aircraft. 


TECHNICAL STAFF 


Although commercial aviation is already a substantial 
industry and a factor in the transportation system of the 
country, experimental and developmental work is still of 
great importante. It is hoped that this Corporation will 
play a significant part in the technical and commercial 
advancement of aviation in this country. It intends 
therefore to maintain a staff of experts versed in all im- 
portant aspects of the industry. This staff will cooperate 
with the active managements of the companies in which 
the Corporation is interested as well as investigate avia- 
tion and related projects, and carry on experimental and 
development work directly for the Corporation. A part 
of the options on Common Stock will be reserved for the 
members of this technical division, which, it is expected, 
will be headed by Col. Thurman H. Bane, who served in 
a similar capacity as Chief of the Engineering Division of 
the Army Air Service, and will include, among others, at 
the outset Col. V. E. Clark, formerly Chief Aeronautical 
Engineer, U. 8.
